TIM HALL’S BRITISH COLUMBIA AND ALBERTA TRIP 

TIM SPEAKS: I was originally planning to ship the big Kiwa loop like I did on my Alaska trip in 
2003, but at the last minute I bought a suitcase big enough to safely take it with me (I almost paid for 
the suitcase with the savings in shipping charges). With the laptop, radio, two antennas, digital voice 
recorder, two cell phones, camera, batteries, and extension cords, my carry-on and checked luggage 
contained a ton of metal. This was enough to earn mea “pre-flight massage” on the way up and a TSA 
baggage inspection on the way back. 

Conditions in Trail, Kelowna, and Rogers Pass BC were pretty poor due to the very high mountains 
and very steep narrow valleys (like Alaska, there is no trace of sunset enhancement; the stations just 
drop in all at once shortly after dark). Conditions were much better in Jasper and Banff (Johnston 
Canyon) AB, and Radium Hot Springs BC. Jasper is getting to be an especially nice place to DX now 
that the local on 1450 (and the 1230 station in Hinton) are gone. Not much to hear during the day in BC 
and AB unless you get on top of a mountain. Daytime is best spent photographing critters, which were 
out in abundance this year: black bears, elk, mountain goat, bighorn sheep, and mule deer (all with 
babies) plus “moose and squirrel” for the Jay Ward fans. :)

(TRH-AB) 

Vernon. Has moved to FM. (TRH-BC) 

Midway. There is no CBC L.P’RT in the town of Midway in southern BC near 
the Okanagan Valley. Maybe there is another town called Midway in some 
other part of BC? (TRH-BC) 

Canal Flats. Old “E-K radio” relay is off. I think | read something about a 
new licensee wanting to restart the 1200 operation, but it was definitely not 
on when I drove through Canal Flats this time. (TRH-BC) 

Athabasca Falls / Columbia Icefields / Maligne Canyon. | had seen some 
reports from as recent as 2002-2003 indicating these stations were back on the 
air after years of non-operation, but unfortunately this is not the case. Unlike 
Banff, { did not notice any new FM stations to replace them. (TRH-AB) 
Banff East Gate / Banff Townsite / Castle Junction / Saskatchewan Cross- 
ing. These have been permanently replaced by a single set of stations in Banff 
(101.1 English, 103.3 French). (TRH-AB) 

Grande Cache (ex-ClYR1). This one is still on 1230 AM but gets out very 
poorly. I could only get an occasional bit of music // 95.5 FM from Jasper, 
and even then not enough to be 100% sure. (TRH-AB) 

Hinton. Has moved to 97.5 FM and is now “The Fox”. (TRH-AB) 

Rogers Pass (Glacier Park). This station, which was seemingly abandoned at 
least 4 years ago, is actually still running open carrier from the visitor center 
at Rogers Pass. (I was staying in the lodge about 100 feet away so it was 
unmistakable; the carrier could be logged for about two miles SW on High- 
way 1 but hardly at all to the east due to steep mountain blockage). Nothing 
on 1490 to go with this one. (TRH-BC2) 

Yoho National Park. These stations are long gone. (TRH-BC) 

Fernie. Replaced by FM station. (TRH-BC) 

Spokane. Adds Air America “progressive” talk. (TRH-WA) 

Elkford. Station is active // CJPR 94.9 (ex-1490). Slogan is “Cat country / 
mountain radio.” Ironically, one of the promo announcements said “when 
you hear good country music, you know you're in Alberta.” 1 guess they 
forgot they have a sister station in BC. There does not seem to be a studio for 
CJEV in Elkford though the transmitter is definitely in that area. The local 
Chamber of Commerce had not heard of CJEV and they were not in the local 
phone book. Gets out reasonably well to Sparwood, and sometimes to points 
further east and west such as Fernie BC and Bellevue AB. (TRH-BC) 

Grand Forks. Has moved to FM. (TRH-BC) 

Valemount. Moved to 90.3 FM. (TRH-BC) 

Sparwood. The five former “E-K radio” stations have all gone off the air on 
AM and have been replaced by two FM stations. (Note there was also a list- 
ing in some sources for an E-K radio station in Sparwood on 1440. This ap- 
Pears to just be a typo for CJEK-1400. Sparwood is a rather depressed mining 
town which seems to be losing the battle for tourism dollars to Fernie to the 
west and the Crowsnest Pass region to the east, so a new AM station there 
seems unlikely). (TRH-BC) 

Coleman. This one is listed on some web sites as “Northern Alberta”, and 
the call signs make it sound like a CBX relay, but it is in facta CBR relay in the 
Crowsnest Pass area of southwest Alberta. This one seems to get out only to 
the east and west, which is not surprising given the surrounding terrain. (TRH- 
BC) 

Jasper. This one has moved to 95.5 FM where it is now CFXP “The Fox.” 
Jasper is a nice place to DX, having only one local (on 860), which is in the 
process of moving to FM. (TRH-AB) 

Summerland. Still active but isnow “oldies 14-50” and occasionally the same 
feed as used by CKFR “oldies 11-50.” Owned by “Standard Radio Group.” 
No longer // the other Okanagan Radio stations on 800, 1240, 1400. Seemed 
a waste to have all these stations in the same market running the same pro- 
gramming. (TRH-BC) 

BC Kimberley. The five former “E-K radio” stations have all gone off the 
air on AM and have been replaced by two FM stations. (TRH-BC) 
Athabasca Falls / Columbia Icefields / Maligne Canyon. I had seen some 
published reports from 2002-2003 indicating these stations were back on the 
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air, but unfortunately this is not the case. Unlike Banff, 1 did not notice any 
new FM station to replace them. (TRH-AB)

I’ve been calculating great circle distances and entering the data in my online logbooks at BAMLog. 
Ym using transmitter site coordinates listed in EMWG, WRTH, Radio and Television Broadcasting Sta- 
tions 2005 (Australia), the New Zealand Radio Frequency Register online search, and the FCC online AM 
Query. If not available in any of those sources, then I’m using coordinates listed in The Times Atlas of the 
World to estimate distances. Analysis of the data has resulted in two discoveries. From my “inland” 
home base in Nashua, the typical maximum transatlantic reception distance is under 7000 miles or 
11000 km, and typical Pan-American maximum distance is less than 3000 miles. In the interest of 
learning more about reception distances from various receiver locations, I'll add coordinates and esti- 
mated distances to your loggings as time permits. I’m not sure where this experiment will lead, but if 
nothing else it’s interesting to see how far signals are traveling. What conclusions can be made from 
this month’s logs? ;

Mark gets bugged: June 24 was the closest my schedule would permit to a “longest day of the year” 
(summer solstice) DXpedition. I arrived at the Rowley salt-marsh around 8:10 p.m. EDT 
(0010 UTC), about 15 minutes before sunset. It wasn’t that warm an evening, about 20° C, but 
swarms of insects greeted me at the site. So while it wasn’t as interesting (?) as some of the 
Aussie DXpedition adventures with crocodiles and poisonous snakes, annoying members of 
the animal kingdom were still very much on the scene. 

I'd thought of laying out a 60 m run of coaxial cable along the eastward dirt path to an active whip at 
the far end for phasing against the one on the car. With deer ticks quite likely on the path and 
my “Off” repellent being the only thing keeping me from being a cheeseburger in paradise 
for all the gnats, mosquitoes, and biting flies, I scrapped ideas of phased-whips or BOG’s this 
time. Maybe in September. The default car-roof loop-versus-whip cardioid system worked 
well although I think the loop inhales a little more high angle pick-up than desirable. 

Medium-wave conditions were fair to sometimes good to North Africa and, although slow to get started, 
eventually OK to South America and the Caribbean. Northern Europe was pretty much out 
of the picture even though all the Newfoundland stations on similar bearings (but about a 
quarter the distance) were up to typical good levels. Longwave was different inasmuch as 
189 Iceland and 252 Ireland had decent signals from a good deal farther north than any me- 
dium-wave Europeans were observed. 

Police showed up at the site around 9:30 p.m.; luckily the officer could figure out that I was just a 
hobbyist, not a terrorist or someone talking to drug-smuggling boats. The next day was a 
work day so I departed shortly after 10 p.m. / 0200 UTC. Getting home was a slow-go since 
highway work crews with their klieg lights and traffic cones were out everywhere. Usually- 
smooth 65 mph speed roads were down to rough pavement and 45 mph instead. 

No stunning logs this time, but just a good amount of DX that I know | wouldn’t have heard at home 
the same time. I guess, when you get right down to it, that’s what makes the hour drive each 
way, the bugs, the cops, etc. bearable.

John wins out: June is a wonderful month in America’s Pacific Northwest. Until late in the month, 
local public schools are still in session and tourist season has yet to begin, the Northwest's famous rain 
has usually ceased for the summer months and the state parks and beaches of Washington and Oregon 
are both glorious and gloriously empty. My wife and I decided to take advantage of this happy cir- 
cumstance and make a test run of our brand new mini-teardrop camping trailer and my new portable 
Dxing rig. Now that our self-built second home is about complete out here, we have planned for over 
a year to begin traveling extensively throughout this beautiful area, largely camping at the wonderful 
state parks, Of course, I'll campaign for all of our trips to be to coastal sites! 

Knowing that my room for DX equipment would be severely limited by our small trailer and car, 
I've spent the last year developing two portable single-turn loop antennas using 32-gage Teflon coated 
wire and flown from two masts created from inexpen- 
sive 20-ft telescoping fishing rods in PVC pipe holders. 
My favorite of the two is a 17 x 65-ft “Porta-Kaz” 
squashed delta loop, with the two fishing masts config- 
ured as an A-frame and the Kaz antenna itself guying 
the A-frame from the front and back. Although the two 
antennas enclose the same area within the loop, early 
side-by-side tests in Oklahoma had shown the Porta-Kaz : 
responded a bit better to low angle DX than did its cousin, 
the 17 x 32-ft Porta-Flag. As things turned out on this { 
trip, I was able to fly the 17 x 65-ft Porta-Kaz at the ex- i 
tra-large campsite at Grayland Beach State Park, but the ‘ ; 
older, smaller campsites at Cape Disappointment re- 
stricted me to the 32 ft-long Porta-Flag. This eight-day 
shakedown cruise pretty well proved the value of these 
two antennas. I found that! could fly either one in about 
20 leisurely minutes, by myself, and take either down 
and pack it away in even less time. In the Oklahoma 
tests, both antennas stood wind gusts in excess of 60 mph. a 
The two antennas and all stakes, transformers, hardware, 
etc, pack in a single soft-sided briefcase. The two masts, 
in their holders, collapse to about 4-ft long by 2.5-in and 
are carried on the roof rack of our small Toyota Matrix. 
In quiet coastal conditions during this trip, both anten- 
nas benefited significantly from the 15 or 20 dB boost 
supplied by a good low-noise RF preamplifier. I was 
able to test the un-amplified Porta-Kaz against our justly 
famous 550-ft west Beverage at the Grayland Motel on 
June 12. The Beverage was clearly superior, but the un- 
amplified Porta-Kaz was still “surprisingly good” on 
both MW and the Tropical SWBC bands. Due to an 
equipment failure, I wasn’t able to A/B test the Porta- 
Kaz while using an RF pre-amp. I'll be doing thatin late 
July and expect that the performance of the Porta-Kaz will approach, but not equal the Beverage in a 
beach environment. 

My receiver combination was also new for this shakedown cruise. Again, with an eye to minimiz- 
ing physical dimensions, this spring I’ve been working on briefcase-mounting my old #2 DXpedition 
receiver, a computer-controlled “black box” Ten Tec 320 along with a new WinRadio 303EP. The 303EP 
is WinRadio’s second-line receiver ina relatively new external, USB-connected package, with the “Pro- 
fessional” demodulation software aboard. Inside the large, hard-sided briefcase, I was also able to 
mount a single two-port antenna splitter, a 12 VDC fuse panel, a variable-voltage regulator for one of 
the circuits, an outboard DSP audio filter and a 20 dB RE pre-amp. None of these 12-volt devices 
generate much appreciable heat, but as a precaution, I only use the rig with the lid of the briefcase 

wide-open. The two receivers are controlled by a Motion Computing M 1400 tablet computer running 
Microsoft’s Windows XP for Tablets software. Happily this middle-of-the-road portable computer 
had enough horsepower to run both receivers simultaneously, while also having Bruce Portzer’s in- 
comparable PAL log open and taking hand-written notes on the tablet screen. The whole receiver Jash- 


up worked pretty much as expected, though I lost the pre-amp to some sort of e-gremlin just before 
leaving home.

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Thope to write a review of the WinRadio 303ET in the fairly near future. However, in the interim, I 
have to say that I cannot recommend the 303ED tor DXing on MW or the more-crowded portions of 
shortwave. It’s an amazing, though some-what quirky, receiver and is probably more than adequate 
for many uses. However, MW Dxing, especially when trying to hear and understand quite weak 
broadcast signals on 9 kHz splits while in a 10 ki [z environment (or vice-versa), demands a receiver 
with excellent dynamic range; the WinRadio 303 has very pedestrian dynamic range figures. The 
conditions encountered in international medium wave DXing also put a premium on having an effec- 
tive notch filter. Unfortunately, the 303 has none. | must say two other things, though: The WinRadio 
303EP came closer to meeting my needs for a portable high-performance radio, with minimum pos- 
sible size, than any other receiver currently on the market and the lack of a notch filter can be partially 
compensated by using a DSP audio filter. It actually performed fairly well. 

T eagerly await the introduction (rumored Summer 2005) of WinRadio’s 313EP. The more expen- 
sive 313 receiver has been available as an internal model for some months and has proven to have 
much better dynamic range than the 303’s. It also sports a very good notch filter that can be maneu- 
vered graphically on the 313’s active spectrum scope by using a mouse. Tcan hardly wait! e 

Finally, a word about the most uncontrollable element of any DXpedition: propagation conditions. 
Mid-June usually marks the beginning of our Northwest “Down-Under Season. When conditions 
are reasonably good, June DXpeditions in the past have yielded numerous Island, Kiwi and Aussie 
stations throughout our mutual darkness periods, with maximum dawn enhancement affording us a 
dial quite full of DUs, often focusing on Queensland for the last half-hour or So before band fade. 
Unfortunately, this eight-day DXpedition coincided with distinctly poor conditions for transpacific 
MW propagation. Although each night the reception was focused on a somewhat different transpa- 
cific area, alniott all signals were similar to those heard at the last solar maximum... mostly threshold 
levels, with a few stations randomly rising to intelligibility for five minutes or so before sinking back 
into the muck. Signal identities “confirmed” by hearing parallel broadcasts simultaneously or hearing 
clear IDs of stations or even networks were lamentably rare. Indeed, conditions were so poor that I 
confined my listening most nights to the hour of maximum dawn enhancement. ; 

All that taken into consideration, almost every morning provided at least one memorable logging. 
My two favorites were 675, 3YA in Christchurch, New Zealand, heard for the first time since my initial 
logging in 1990 and hearing 567, 4JK in fabled Julia Creek, Queensland for the very first time. Allin all, 
re class this DXpedition as a success despite the modest loggings; a success mostly as preparation for 
a blitz of DX/camping when the tourists once again disappear from the Northwest in the early fall.
